Important Happenings Took 
| Place in Town During Year 


1 Project, Defeat of State) 
School, Changing in Headmastership at Acad- 
emy, Outstanding Stories of Passing Year 


Nineteen hundred and thirty-three in 
|} Andover was not without its interesting 
incidents, governmental struggles, and im 
portant personal happenings. Probably the 
most important accomplishment of the town 
this year was the final approval of what is the 
largest public school project that the town 
has ever undertaken. The state school issue 
also attracted considerable attention this 
year. 


If the five most important stories of the 
year were to be voted upon, the results 
would probably be as follows: first, new 
school building project approved; second, 
state school defeated; third, changes made in 
headmastership at Phillips academy; fourth, 
town employees’ pays cut in economy drive; 
fifth, need for relief work dwindles to almost 
nothing and then returns at end of year. 


The school project was first mentioned 
back in August shortly after the state build- | 
ing inspector had condemned one of the 
rooms being used for class work in the Stowe 
junior high school, The selectmen called the 
school board’s attention to the federal grant 
act under which thirty percent of the cost of 
labor or materials in any project would be 
given to the town by the federal government. 
The school board soon started examining the 
act, school having reopened in September 
with the largest enrollment in the town’s 
history. Joint meetings were held with the 
selectmen, finance committee, and Board of 
Public Works. Plans were called for and 
estimates received. Finally in November the 
school board requested the selectmen to call 
a special town meeting to act on its $406,000 
project. The meeting was held up for some 
time because the Board of Public Works 
wished to have some action taken on a new 
electric pump and a new reservoir, Finally the 
| meeting was held December 11 in the baseball 
| cage and the whole school project was ap 
| proved. The following week at the adjourned 
| meeting both B, P. W. projects were turned 
| down. A building committee was appointed 
by the moderator and it immediately swung 
into action with the result that Wednesday 
afternoon the whole project received the 
sanction of the state recovery administration 


‘The state school plan went through varying 
vicissitudes during the year, one time being 
approved and finally being turned down by 
the state, Last year the project had not re 
ceived the Governor’s approval, but early in 
January a movement was started to take the 
matte rup again \ spec ial town mee ting was 
held and it was voted to put the question on 
the ballot at the annual election. In March 
the town approved locating the school here 
by a majority of 600, and at the annual town 


meeting a committee was appointed by the 
moderator to inform tl tate of the town’s 
desire as expressed in the election. Repre

Andover’s new school project was ap- 
| proved in its entirety Wednesday afternoon 
| by the State emergency finance board after a 
brief delay in which the advisability of an 
, assembly hall had been questioned. The 
|town voted the appropriation of $406,000 
}on December 11, and approval was granted 
two weeks and two days later. The town 
building committee plunged into the neces- 
sary work immediately after the town 
meeting, with the result that approval was 
received in an unusually short space of time. 

Tuesday afternoon a delegation from 
Andover attended a hearing at the State 
| House before Chairman Joseph Bartlett of 
the emergency finance board. Mr. Bartlett 
questioned the necessity of building the 
assembly hall, and Frank H, Hardy ex 
plained that the town has no hall suitable for 
large gatherings, while Superintendent of 
Schools Henry C. Snaborn stated that from 
an educational point of view a hall was abso 
lutely necessary. This hall, he said, would be 
| used by the junior high and high school 150 
| times each during the year. It would also be 
available for graduations, patriotic exercises, 
school plays, etc. Chairman Bartlett based 
| his hesitancy on the vote which was a close 
| two thirds. Those present from Andover, 
however, felt that the vote was a good ex- 
pression of the will of the voters. 

Mr. Bartlett asked how the finance com- 
mittee stood on the matter and he was told 
that this committee had approved the junior 

| high building and disapproved the hall and 
gymnasium, but that at town meeting after 
| the hall had been passed on favorably the 
| committee had voted for the gymnasium on 
the grounds that they did not feel the town 
should have a makeshift job. The chairman 
then asked if those present realized that the 
| grant would not be a full thirty percent, and 
| Mr. Hardy explained that the Townsman 
had reported it would be only twenty-five 
percent, 

The chairman then asked which building 
the town would prefer if it could have only 
one. Mr, Sanborn explained that from an 
educational standpoint a hall was much 
more needed, and Mr, Hardy said that he 
personally felt that if the town could have 
jonly one, it should take neither, since it 
| would be only a makeshift. 

The meeting ended with a request from 
| Mr. Bartlett that a statement be secured from 
the finance committee showing their stand on 
the hall. 

Some of those present felt that intluence 
had been brought to bear on the board by 
someone opposed to the hall, but of course 
| there was no way of ascertaining this

Name Tammany Credited 


to the Indian Tamanend 
The name Tammany is an Angll- 


cized form of Tamanend, an Indian 
of the Delaware tribe. According to 
the Funk & Wagnalls New Stand- 
ard Dictionary, Tammany, or more 
exactly the Tammany society, is a 
political organization in New York 
city affiliated with the Democratic 


party; more commonly Tammany Hall, 
from its meeting place. Specifically, 
it Is an association of citizens united 
under one banner, representing Dem- 
ocratic principles, 

The Tammany society, instituted 
April 80, 1789, was originally called 
the “Columbian Order,” with Chris- 
topher Columbus as its patron saint, 
A few years later It adopted as its 
“patron saint” the Indian chief Tam- 
anend, who was a contemporary of 
William Penn, An apocryphal history 
of Tamanend asserts that he lived 
during the Revolutionary war, and 
was a friend of George Washington. 
His name became popular under the 
corrupted form of Tammany. Origi- 
nally the society was a patriotic, char- 
itable, and social organization dedl- 
cated to the perpetuation of the prin- 
ciples contained in the American Dee- 
laration of Independence. Following 
Indian tribal customs in its organl 
zation, thirteen sachems, typifying 
the original states, were elected an- 
nually, and selected a grand sachem, 
which title was also customarily be- 
stowed upon the President of the Unit- 
ed States. Washington, Adams, Jef- 
ferson, Madison, Monroe and Jackson 
were thus honored,

their names tn such places as Wolver- 
hampton, Wolverton and Wolvercote. 
We still have non-human enemles, but 
they are smaller. Some, like the louse, 
we can see with the naked eye, Others, 
like the bacteria which cause diph- 
theria and tuberculosis, we can only 
see with a microscope. Still others, 
for example, the causes of measles and 
smallpox, we cannot even see with a 
microscope. 


Now these are our real enemies, 
The flea, which carries plague, and 


the louse, which conveys typhus fever, 
have killed far more men than were 
ever killed by wolves, But we have 
never organized against them as we 
have against wolves, because they 
have never struck the people's Im- 
agination as enemies of man, 


Houses Sold by Weight 

To sell houses by welght seems a 
curlous procedure, but this has actu- 
ally been done in the Mexican town 
of Guanajuato, This town was com- 
monly known as goldbrick town, the 
reason being that In the gold rush 
miners bullt thelr houses of the refuse 
from the mines after the ores had 
been extracted, Methods of extraction 
were very crude, and some of the 
precious ores had been left tn the 
refuse, One day a man was pulling 
down an old house and noticed the 
shining particles, After this most of 
the houses were pulled down and the 
“eoldbricks” sold by welght,—Mont- 
real Herald, 


“On the Rialto” 
The phrase “on the Rialto” was used 
by Shakespeare in his “Merchant of 
Venice.” The word “Rialto” is prob- 


ably derived from “Rivo Alto,” mean- 
ing high shore, designating the em- 


inent place In Venice where merchants 
were accustomed to meet, It also re- 
ferred to the large island on which 
the exchange stood and thus to the ex-, 
change itself. The bridge connecting

China Grows Much Rice; 
Does Not Supply Others 


Exclusive of China, for which coun- 
try no accurate statistics are avail. 
able, more than 68,500,000 tons of 
cleaned rice are produced annually, 
this mighty rice bowl India 
contributes more than 55 per cent of 
the total amount. Japan contributes 
14 per cent; French Indo-China, Jaya 


and Madura, and Siam follow, each 
with somewhat less than half of that 
amount, Estimates indicate that 


China raises about 25,000,000 tons each 
year, but as rice has been a forbidden 
item of export from time immemorial, 
no one worries about statistics as long 
as his daily portion of rice is forth- 
coming. 

Rice growing ts not confined to con- 
tinental Asia and its adjacent islands; 


in Africa, Europe and the United 
States rice fields also sprawl over 
many well-watered areas. With the 


exception of Italy, European countries 
the demand greater than their 
production. But from the fertile fields, 
especially in the Po valley, comes suffi- 
cient rice to place Italy in the group 
of rice exporting countries, 

In the United States, mainly tn 
Louisiana, Georgia and the Carolinas, 
there is harvested annually nearly 
575,000 tons of rice. About 14,000 
tons of the cereal is Imported, but 
fully nine times that amount is sent by 
the United States into the export 
market,

More re- 
cently human bones have been found 


in strata of the same period in the 
Tanganyika territory, Africa, Al- 


though these bones were found in asso- 
ciation with implements and fauna 


thought to be about one million years | 


old, they do not belong to the priml- 
tive human types found in Europe and 
Asia dating from the same perlod. A 
human lower jaw, for example, found 
in strata of the upper Pliocene age 
along with teeth of the mastodon of 
that time, reveals a bony chin and 
crowded teeth closely resembling those 
of modern man, 


Swift-Sailing Canoe 

The word “proa” is used to describe 
various kinds of vessels from the sam- 
pan or canoe to the square-rigged ka- 
pal, In western usage, however, it Is 
used chiefly of the swift-sailing crafts, 
whose weather-side Is rounded and lee- 
side flat, from stem to stern, Both 
stem and stern are exactly similar in 
shape and there fs a small similarly 
shaped hull swung out from the side 
of the main hull on poles, This acts 
as an outrigger and prevents the ves 
sel from heeling over. The main hull 
carries the mast rigging and an enor 
mous triangular-shaped sail. 


Greedy Boa Constrictor 

Its own greed led to the death of a 
six-foot boa constrictor at Balboa, C. 
Z., recently, ‘The reptile entered a 
cage containing a collection of game 
birds kept at the Balboa Gun club 
and ate so many of the smaller birds 
that It was unable to get out of the 
same hole by which it had made Its 
entry, It was still a prisoner In the 
cage when members of the club ar- 
rived on the scene and, finding the 
bird-stuffed reptile there, speedily put 
it to death, 


The Termite 

Termites are commonly called white 
ants, They have an abnormal appe 
tite for wooden objects like houses, 
trees or fence posts and telegraph 
poles. Their damage ts unsuspected 
until the object attacked Is ready to 
or has collapsed, as they gnaw away 
from the Inside, They were evidently 
brought here from Africa and Islands 
of the tropics as they are found In 
those regions in great numbers,

trivial when compared to the frenzied | 


race of the “Iron Horse” in the 1830s 


and ‘60s, 


zones than in any other, This report 
follows the completion of a study over 
a period of 25 years of earthquakes 
and temblors: 

During this period only 10 quakes 
were recorded north of the Aretic 
circle and but five within the limits 
of the Antarctic circle. More of them 
occur along the Pacific coast from 
Kamehatka to New Zealand than in 
any other region, 

All quakes from minor temblors to 
major disasters average about 4,000 
per year with only about 2 per cent 
of them causing damage to life and 
property. , 


During the 25 years which 
his study has covered he has estimat- 
ed the total number of shocks at 
100,000, of which only about 1,800 were 
major tremors. Of this number only 
about 14 oecurred in the United States 
and about 12 along the Pacifie coast. 

Our Atlantic coast has been free 
from disasters of this kind, but there 
have been numerous quakes In Latin 
America and the Caribbean sea re- 
gion as well as along the west coast 
of South America, With the exception 
of Italy and the Balkans, Europe has 
been fairly free from quakes, Many 
occur around the Mediterranean and 
China seas as well as in the vicinity 
of the Polynesian islands, 


Copyright Law Provides 


Means of Registration 

The United States government guar- 
antees no one against the theft of his 
ideas or the unauthorized use of his 
material. The copyright law simply 
provides a means of registration and a 
basis whereby the holder of a copy- 
right may go into court to protect his 
rights if he feels they have been in- 
fringed upon, The extent to which 
two articles, or songs, or books or pie: 
tures or plays or films may resemble 
each other; and questions as to 
whether there has been plagiarism, 
and If so, what is due the damaged 
party, are matters for the courts to 
decide, 

Two persons may offer similar, or 
even identical matter to the copyright 
office, and it will register both, It 
makes no investigation and passes no 
judgment as to whether there has 
been plagiarism or infringemenr, 
These, too, are points for a court to 
pass upon if the holder of the prior 
copyright chooses to bring suit. 


A Burrowing Bird 

The sheldrake, the Old World salt 
water duck, has underground as well 
as underwater habits, It Is usual for 
the birds to nest in holes dug Into 
sand dunes either by the birds them- 
selves or by rabbits. These nest cham- 
bers are often as much as three feet 
deep and often as many us 20 may be 
served from a common entrance, The 
nests are equipped with a lid of sod, 
which provides easy access to the nest 
for human plunderers, The eggs of 
the sheldrake are much fancied, The 
usual practice {ts to lift the sod lid to 
the underground nests and take all 
eggs over six. The elderdown lining of 
the nest is also taken, The sheldrake 
is about the size of the mallard and 
is possessed of brilliant plumage, 


“Entangling Alliances” 

The phrase “entunging alliances” Is 
popularly attributed to George Wash- 
ington, But Jefferson, not Wash- 
ington, was the author, observes the 
Clevel:nd Plain Dealer, In his first 
inaugural address, on March 4, 1801, 
President Jefferson said: “Peace, com- 
merce, and honest friendship with all 
nations—-entangling alliances with 
none.” This what George Wash- 
ington, in his farewell address, said: 
“Why forego the advantages of so pe 
cullar a situation? Why quit our own 
to stand upon foreign ground? Why, 
by interweaving our destiny with that 
of any part of Burope, entangle our 
peace and prosperity in the tolls of Eu- 
ropean ambition, rivalship, interest, 
humor or caprice?”

Uses for Bread Fruit Tree 

The bread fruit tree of the tropical 
islands in the Pacific ocean Is a tree 
of many uses, Its fruit, which is glo- 
bular and about the size of a melon, 
is used as a vegetuble and also, with 
different seasonings, as a dessert. 
Flour made from dried slices of this 
fruit is sometimes made into bread. 
The fibrous inner bark of the bread 
fruit tree Is used in the manufacture 
of cloth. The wood is used for canoes 
and furniture, and the milky Jjulee 
which exudes from the stem is the 
basis of a glue and a calking material, 


Cheating the Devil 

Among the many religious cere- 
monies held in Tibet each year, the 
most amusing one is “Driving out the 
Demon.” It is a diee-throwing con- 
test between two men, one dressed as 
the Grand Lama and the other as the 
Demon. As the Demon's victory would 
portend disaster to the country, the 
“Grand Lama” plays safe—with loaded 
dice.—Collier’s Weekly.

Norfolk prison account, but a week later the 
Senate refused to approve of this transfer 
On the twenty-sixth both houses went on 
record as being in favor of keeping the fund 
for the state school. On June second the 
House favored the state school plan, but on 
June 16 the whole plan was killed by the 
house of re presentatives 

In early June Dr, Claude M. Fuess was 
appointed headmaster of the academy to 
succeed Dr. Alfred E. Stearns who had re 
signed in January because of ill health. At the 
time of his Professor Charles 
Forbes was named acting headmaster, but on 
March 12 Professor Forbes passed away, 
removing from the town one of its most 
active and beloved citizens. On March 19 
Dr. Fuess was chosen acting headmaster and 
in June the appointment was mede perman 
ent. In September Dr, Fuess started on his 
first full academic year as headmaster, and 
inaugurated several changes in the curriculum 
at the academy.

The tax rate as usual attracted much atten 
tion this year, In the annual town meeting in 
March the salaries and wages were left at the 
same mark as last year, but the meeting was 
adjourned for a week and at the second meet 
ing the action was rescinded and all the town 
employees save the employees of the school 
department were given a ten percent cut as cf 
April 1.
